On Nation’s List. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—(P)— 
Preparations for rationing more 
commodities after canned goods 
and meats have reached the stage 
of readying another ration book, 


authoritative sources disclosed to- 
day. 

This book will be called “war 
ration book No. 3” and has been 
kept secret because the No. 2 book 
—the one to be used for canned 
goods and meats—has not been 
distributed yet and may not reach 
the public until the end of Feb- 
ruary. 

Officials of the Office of Price 
Administration said they did not 
know yet what may be rationed 
on Book No. 3. They know vari- 
ous items are getting scarce, how- 
ever, and want to be prepared. 
The new book is designed for 
adaptability to any of a number 
of possible programs. 

The best guess that can be 
made about No. 3 is that it will 
be for other kinds of foods, per- 
haps butter and canned milk, if 
these foods are not rationed by

No. 3 book will contain a few 
pages of similar stamps, but will 
also contain a larger number of 
stamps identified by pictures of 
tanks, airplanes, artillery and air- 
craft carriers instead of letters of 
the alphabet. These symbols: have 
no particular meaning and will 
be used only to identify whatever 
special purposes may be found for 
them later on. For instance, 
stamps with tank pictures could 
be for canned milk and airplane 
stamps for butter.

450,000 tons of Allied shipping in 
January. Included in this claim 
were nine: Allied merchant ships 
of 45,000 tons which the German 
high command said today had just 
been sunk in the north Atlantic, 
Arctic and Mediterranean. 

The German radio also an- 
nounced that “German fighter- 
bombers of a new type with excep- 
tionally wide range” also were 
being used for long-distance recon, 
naissance flights over “important 
Atlantic shipping routes,” pre- 
sumably as part.of the U-boat war- 
fare. 

The broadcast said these new 
planes shot down three British 
Beaufighters several hundred 
miles off the west coast of Europe.

bration, there was no doubt that 
Doenitz had resources greater than 
ever to throw into. an_ all-out 
U-boat offensive.

Allied sources have estimated 
that the Germans have anywhere 
from 300 to 700 submarines avail- 
able for «duty, a third of which 
might be on the hunt at any one 
time. 

Stockholm dispatches said it was 
believed there that the Germans 
could step up construction until 
they were producing one new sub- 
marine a day. Allied sinkings of 
}the U-boats are known to be far 
behind such a pace. 

Virtually calling a halt to all 
other naval construction Hitler is 
believed to have concentrated all 
his shipbuilding facilities upon 
U-boats for the past two years.

Man-Power Commissioner Paul V. McNutt 
advocates the 48-hour week for war industry in 
order to secure maximum production with 
available supplies of labor. McNutt does not 
advocate any change in the federal, wage-hour 
law, which does not limit. total work hours, but 
only sets 40. hours per week -as the maximim 
without overtime pay. Under the McNutt pro- 
posal, workers would be paid at the rate of 
time-and-a-half for the additional eight hours, 
except in cases where contracts between em- 
ployers and unions provide otherwise. 

-There is no doubt that the average worker 
could maintain the same hourly rate of pro- 
duction on a 48-hour basis as upon the 40-hour 
basis. In fact, many-are already working the 
longer week.

Not a License for Crime 
If a.bill reported favorably to the house of 


representatives at Washington by its Judiciary . 


Committee becomes the law of the land a card 
of membership in a labor union will no longer 
be construed as a license to commit certain 
crimes with impunity.

The measure, introduced by Representative 
Hobbs, of Alabama, simply subjects labor ‘unions 
to the provisions of the federal anti-racketeer- 
ing law, enacted in 1934, The 1934 law makes 
robbery or extortion in interstate commerce a 
federal offense. It was aimed at gangsters and 
underworld racketeers, However, by direct ,in- 
ference, that same bill conceded that certain 
types of labor unions might engage in similar 
activities when it included a clause specifically 
exempting “legitimate labor disputes’ from its 
coverage. 

Last year a similar bill to the Hobbs meas- 
ure se by the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, But was kept off the floor of the house 
when labor leaders entered protests. 

It is difficult to see how any legitimate labor 
leader can, with straight face, object to a 
measure which is aimed, specifically, at racket- 
eering and extortion. That very objection is 


, admission that organized labor does indulge 


in these crimes, for otherwise there would be 
no ground to protest. te 

If, on the other hand, it is conceded that 
labor indulges in these crimes, this nation has 
come to pretty pass when its congress upholds 
a law giving unscrupulous labor leaders the 
legal right te practice outrageous crimes and 
protects them against punishment. my 

In the words of Representative Hobbs, the 
bill is “grounded on the bedrock principle that 
crime is crime no matter who commits it, and 
that robbery is robbery and extortion is extor- 
tion, whether the perpetrator has a union card 
in his pocket or not.”

For once the Nazis were completely fooled. Up to the very 
last minute before the official announcemeyt 
was made the Berlin and the Nazi-controlled 
Paris radio were blatantly informing § their 
people that Mr. Churchill was in the United 
States. The true facts were never even f£e- 
motely suggested in any of the propaganda or 
news broadcasts emanating from the Axis. 


Nothing, of course, would have given Hit- 
ler more glee than to spring the news of the 
President’s and the prime minister’s meeting 
in Africa. He probably would have announced 
it- to the accompaniment of a squadron of 
bombers sent over to raid the scene of their 
conferences. 

The story, in fact, was a week old in Wash- 
ington and London before the Nazis got any 
inkling of anything going on. Then they were 
able to piece it together by deduetion rather 
than any positive information furnished by the 

, Axis espionage system. When Mr. Churchill 
failed to show up at such an important event as the reopening of 
parliament that was evidence enough of him being missing from 
London. 

About the same time also a statement on the Afric 
which ordinarily should have come from the prime 
issued in London by Information Minister Bracken.

EVIDENT TO ALL From these developments, plus the 


marked silence at the White House in 
Washington, anyone without any inside information whatever 
might have been able to put two,and two together and surmise 
that Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill were having a meeting. 

That, it seems, is all the Germans were able to do—surmise. 
And they didn’t even begin to do much of that until the cable 
dispatches between the United States and Britain started carrying 
veiled hints of important inter-Allied decisions being in the 
making. 

Only then did the Germans awaken to the realization that the 
heads of “the two great English-speaking nations might be hold- 
ing one of their periodic conferences and begin to drop out. fake 
news broadcasts of Mr. Churchill’s presence in the United States. 

In the meantime, ‘the story had gone pretty much all over 
Washington. London also must have seethed with the reports. 


SPIES WELL LEASHED Now the interesting part of all of 
. this is that if Hitler had any agents 


worthy of the name operating in either Washington or London 
it should have been comparatively easy for them to pick up the 
information. The fact that none of it apparently got back to 
Berlin speaks in the highest degree for our own counter-espionage 
system. 

Any number of newspapermen and government officials knew 
that the President was away, though not necessarily where he 
was. Some of the reports had placed him at Cairo or Alexandria, 
on the assumption that Stalin and Chiang Kai-shek participated 
in the conferences. But it was generally known that the President, 
the chief of staff, the commander of the army air force, and most 
of the top-ranking generals had flown to Africa. It was even 
whispered about quite freely that Mr. Roosevelt had caught a 
bomber at Miami.

The English expected no damage from the bombing of yester- 
day.

Bonus for Big Crops 

Secretary of Agriculture Wickard is asking 
for an additiomal appropriation of $100,000,000 
to be used in payment of bonuses to farmers 
who meet or excedd production quotas, this 
year, in certain urgently needed food crops. 

Secretary Wickard points out that the addi- 
tional production demanded of the farmers 
will require more labor and materials and the 
proposed bonus is intended to offset these 
higher production costs. 

There can be no. denying that the food 
problem is one of the most pressing in the 
over-all war picture. With much labor drained 
from the farms by the armed services and by 
war industry, with farm machinery made 
scarce by raw material priorities, the farmers 
of the nation are yet faced with the urgentry 
of a record increase in food production for this 
year. 

Plans are being worked out to meet some 
of the problems involved. The War Production 
Board has increased the allocation of steel to 
farm machinery manufacturers. Regulations 
for exemption of farm laborers from the draft 
have been eased. There are plans to recruit a 
labor army of 3,500.000 men from the cities at 
harvest time. 

All these things, however, will not be prop- 
erly effective unless the farmer himself is as- 


sured against unreasonable loss through his 
efforts to comply with the increased production 


quotas which have been allotted to him. 
The Wickard bonus proposal appears to 
meet this situation. It is not a reward nor: a

ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 31.—(7)—A 
final report on 1942 farm produc- 
tion indicates Georgia farmers led 
the nation in peanuts, peaches, 
pecans, velvet beans, pimiento 
peppers and watermelons. 

The Georgia Crop Reporting 
Service in a summary yesterday 
said the state also ranked second 
to North Carolina in production 
of sweet potatoes. All- time records 
were set in the production of pea- 
nuts and hay. Oats, wheat and

hog production, were the largest ES 


in many years. 

Peanut acreage harvested for 
nut$ jumped from 650,000 to more 
than 1,000,000 acres, and the 
pecan crop was equal to about 
one third of the total national 
supply. 

The peach crop represented a 
gain of 120 per cent in value over 
the previous years. Sweet potato 
production was 10 per cent higher, 
and the increase-in value of the 
hay crop was 27 per cent. Hog pro- 
duction increased approximately 
20 per cent. 

Walter S. Brown, extension 
service director, said that, in spite 
of this tremendous production, 
food shortages are on the way. 
Several items already are scarce 
and others are scheduled for ra- 
tioning, he said, adding: 

“The more men we send abroad 
to fight, and the more territory 
we gain, tha less food products 
there will be for people here at 
home. 

“Although production goals for 
1943 are even greater than those 
set for last year, county extension 
agents throughout Georgia report 
that farm families are ready to do 
all they possibly can in producing 
food in spite of machinery and 
labor shortages and the scarcity of 
other vital nome supplies.”

After 51 years of active service 
with the postoffice department, 


during which time he served as 


assistant to two postmasters, John 
J. Martin, a small gray-haired man 
of 70, retired Saturday to begin a 
new career, 

As fellow-empldyes in the post- 
office gathered in the finance divl- 
sion of the department Saturday 
afternoon to bestow “parting gifts” 
on the genial. gentleman leaving 


| their circle, Mr. Martin refused to 


say good-bye. 

“I’m not saying good-bye to my 
friends and associates here,” he 
said. “I am saying good-bye to the 
postoffice, but I'll see all of you 
again . . . on the outside.” 


Is 70 Vears Old. 


M. G. Johnston, postal cashier, | 


speaking for the group Mr. Martin 
worked with, congratulated him 
on his attainment of 70 years of 
age and wished him as much suc: 
cess in his new, undertaking as he 
has had in the postoffice depart- 
ment. On behalf of other em- 
ployes he presented Mr. Martin 
with an electric-clock and radio, 
a wrist watch, a crisp $5 bill, and 
three cartons of cigarets. 


In speaking of his plans for the 
future, Mr. Martin slyly remarked 
that he was going to take’a 30-day 
vacation, during which time he 
will decide on What new career he 
will embark. However, he as- 
sured friends it would be some es- 
sential war work. 


Served Overseas. 


Mr. Martin entered the railway 
mail service in Atlanta in April, 
1889. In.1919 he resigned for over- 
seas duty in World War I and 
spent three years in France doing 
work with the YMCA. He re- 
turned to Atlanta in 4921 and was 
reinstated in the mail service and 
was transferred to the postoffice 
as .assistant postmaster on Feb- 
ruary 22, 1922, which position he 
held until October, 1935. 


During this period as ‘ssistant 
postmaster, Martin recalled, he 
served under nine Presidents, and 
under two postmasters, E. K.

Mr. Martin was 70 years old on 
January 16, and according to Civil 
Service regulations under which 
he was employed, a person is en- 
titled to retirement with pension 
at the age of 70.

Sales to the armed forces will be exempt from the restriction on 
size of packages and from the deposit- requirement.

effice, or the subscriber’s home. 


It also covers obstetrical care at 


Rome or at any hospital, and medical service while the subscriber 


is a bed patient in any hospital, 
This plan, of course, is designed for 


surgical or obstetrical care.

those specified.

When Baby Swallows a Foreign Object 


If the baby takes a mean ad- 
vantage of you and makes away 
with the penny, button, safety-pin, 


marble or metal whistle you are 
positive he was playing with only 
a minute ago, and you shake out 
everything and can’t find a sign 
of it, and you’re quite sure no one 
else has picked the thing up and 
put it away somewhere, it is rea- 
sonable to assume, although the 
evidence is only circumstantial, 
that the little tike has swallowed 
the thing just for the fun of it. 


In disposing of movable prop- 
erty like that a baby has no intent 
to cause worry or distress, remem- 
ber. He puts the thing in his 
mouth out of natural curiosity to 
learn What it tastes like. If it 
hasn’t much taste he doesn’t lose 
patience or interest immediately, 
but just leaves it there a while 
and turns his attention to other 
phenomena in the world within his 
survey. Then, absent-mindedly, 
and without malice aforethought, 
he swallows the thing, and so, as 
far as he is concerned, terminates 
his interest in it. 

‘Ninety-nine times out of a hun- 
dred nothing more will be heard 
of it. For that matter, probably 
mothers never even suspect infants 
who have swallowed foreign 
bodies, in most instances. As a 
rule with only rare exceptions if 
nothing at all is done about it na- 
ture conducts the journey of the 
object through the alimentary 
canal without incident. 

Here are the sensible rules to 
follow if you know or suspect the 
baby of child has swallowed a for- 
eign object or even a domestic one 
of any particular value: 

Y% Do not give the child’ any 
emetic or any laxative or any 
physic of any kind” 

2.’Give a yotng infant all the 
ripe banana, mashed potato, gruel, 
applesauce he wants, for the next 
few days. Give an older child a 
good sized bowl of mixed vegeta- 
bles, such as cabbage, green beans, 
celery, carrots, spinach, peas, par- 
ships cooked but not cooked soft, 
once or twice a day. 

Within 24 hours, sometimes in

hours, the foreign body passes eas- 
ily and naturally from the body. 


Purpose of the diets suggested is 
to provide a bulky residue which 
collects on the foreign object, em4 
beds it in a smooth mass and thus 
enables it to pass through the in- 
testine without trouble. It is be- 
cause nature thus wraps up such 
things in smooth coverings that 
the anxious mother often fails to 
notice that the child has passed 
the foreign body within the first 


day or so after it was swallowed. *

Speaking Out Stout-hearted men of baseball,

No club or league in the country can operate 
if it aicowe up its hands and says, ‘We are going to face a bad 
situation. We all know that it will be tough, due to transporta- 
tion and player shortage, but we don’t help that matter any by 
throwing in the. towel! 

“Some cracks have been made by big-time writers that the 
reason major league clubs are releasing such players as Waner 
and Cooney is because they are expecting to have plenty of ball 
players hanging around after various minor leagues fold up. From 
another source comes the information that a lot of leagues are still 
hanging on because their presidents want to keep collecting salaries! 
l can't see why anyone would want to make such a statement, 
uniess it is just plain ignorance. As far as my league is concerned 
for the coming season, I have requested that the directors cut my 
salary, and I know sevéral other league presidents who have done 
the same thing. I would even be willing to serve as president of 
my league for the duration at no salary whatever, if-that is what 
it.took to make it operate. Now I wonder what the fellow who 
made such a remark tifinks about that? 


“Baseball is bigger than any one man; bigger than any 
e one club; bigger than any one league—and that is the reason 
itis going to keep going until the government says to stop. 
The peculiar thing about the story is this: President Roosevelt 
asked that baseball be kept going in a personal letter to 
Judge Landis, and now baseball has taken a lead in saving 
thousands of miles in transportation, thus becoming a major 
help in the gas rationing plan. Baseball has set a good 
example for other sports to follow. All these things make 
me believe that baseball will be played when other sports 
have pulled the sheet over their heads. 


“I admire Roger Hornsby for the stand he has taken in ‘the 
Texas League, and I am with him 100 per cent in his belief that 
bas eball should not give up without at least a fight. He is further 

right when he says that as long as things are going easy, anyone 
can take it—but when the going gets tough, many want to give up 
without a struggle. I am inclined to believe the ‘old warhorse’ 
has something there. 
“We are in a big war and our first aim is-to win. I realize 
as much as the next fellow. I might add that no player or 
official in»zmy league would balk at giving up baseball and every- 
thing else to help win this war. We stand ready at all times to 
give our service in any manner possible to do our part. Our league 
already has.on its list boys who played last summer and have 
_given their lives for their country. These boys loved baseball, 
and when they left here last June, we know that their wishes 

ere that baseball would continue in the Appalachian League, as 
well as the other leagues throughout the country. We know, 
becausa we have heard them say that on various occasions.

«*‘Trace the number of your heroes in the present conflict 
and you will find that they were athletes. The world today 
has never needed recreation as it now does, and baseball is 
one of the best spirit and morale builders anyone could 
possibly desire. In closing, I warn you minor league presi- 
dents, as well as club presidents, that if we are ready to 
give up without a fight, it will hurt baseball in years to 
come. Let's not let some fellow in New York tell us what 
we have to do! If anyone tells us what to do, let. it be from 
Washington, and then we will be ready to co-operate, as we 
always have and always will.

Ken- 
tucky, the defending champion, 
won over Tennessee by a baré two 
points, 20-28, and beat Georgia 
Tech and Vanderbilt each by a sin- 
gle point, 38-37 and 39-38, respec- 
tively. The Kentucky - Alabama 
game might have been another 
heart-stopper, but the Crimson 
Tide ballhawks got the jump and 
held it, leading, 20-16, at half time 
and standing off the Wildcats’ tra- 
ditional last-half rally. The game 
was marked by 26 fouls, 17 against 
Kentucky and 9 on Alabama. 

Louisiana State lost to Mississip- 
pi State, 38-48, in an early game, 
but came back to whip the Ma- 
roons, 61-40, in a return engage- 
ment.

Lehman Sees 
Big Battle 
For Freedoms 


Will Be War-After-the- 
War. He Tells 
Labor. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—(4)—A 
picture of the war-after-the-war— 
a great global fight which must 
be waged against starvation, an- 
archy and pestilence when the ar- 
mies of the Axis have. been 
crushed—was drawn tonight by 
Herbert: H. Lehman, director of 
Foreign Relief and Rehabilitation. 


In an address for delivery at a 
testimonial dinner arranged 
through the labor division of the 
Organization for Rehabilitation 
Through Training, Lehman 
stressed that this fight against the 
forces of famine and dissolution 
and disease also must be waged in 
the midst of the military war. 
" “It should be self-evident,” he 
said, “that our troops, whether in 
North Africa or any. place else- 
where in future theaters of opera- 
tion will not be able to take the 
offensive successfully if they must 
launch their operations in coun- 
tries where famine and pestilence 
are generating riot, revolution and 
complete disorder. As a matter of 
self-preservation and to further | 
our military cause we cannot al-. 
low the plight of these people to | 
go unheeded.” 

An even more urgent need for, 
relief will arise in countries lib-| 
erated after long exposure to the 
full fury of Axis oppression—| 
countries plundered, despoiled and 
starved, with populations driven 
to despair by the “matchless ruth- 
lessness” of Nazi or Javanese 

itchery and pillage, the former 
New York governor asserted. 

Conditions Close to Chaos. 


In such areas, Lehman Said, “‘we 
will find conditions close to 
chaos,” with economic life de- 
stroyed. no food, no goods from 
which to fabricate clothing, and 
“no medical facilities to prevent 
the spread of pestilence and epi- 
demic from the _ concentration 
camps and the ghettoes.” 

“These countries,” he continued, 
“these men and women who com- 
prise the populations of. these 
countries, are going to be pros-

“Tt | is vitally important, if we 
are to win this war, that we be 
ready with plans, with materials 
and resources and with personnel 
“to follow up military operations 
with emergency food, emergency 
shelter, emergency clothing and 
emergency medical facilities 
give assistance to the men and 
women who have kept burning the 
hatred of th2 Axis and the will.to 
survive and be free” 

Must Have New Start 

After these emergency opera- 
tions must come provision of seed 
for new crops, so that liberated 
populations may again feed them- 
selves, and the proviston of other 
tools and materials to enable them 
to resume a normal economic life. 

“Reyond such material aid, the 
liberated peoples will expect the 
assistance of a working, an 
democracy,” he said in 
declaring that out of their ocean 
of suffering will come “a relent- 
less wave of new human spirit 
that will not be held back ; 
a great human hunger for liberty 
and a decent way of life.” 

“Victory over the self-styled 
supermen and the Japanese 
War lords in itself will not be 
enough,” Lehman _ concluded. 
“Along with that victory the tidal 
wave of democracy. must wash 
away the wreckage and the bar- 
riers of an inadequate world. 

This tidal wave of democ- 
racy must sweep away the debris 
of a world half democratic and 
half slave to make way for a new 
life in which the basic freedoms 
of man can find their true ex- 
pression.”

ROME, Ga., Jan. 31.—Conserva- 
‘tion practices which have been ap- 
| plied to farms in the eight counties 
‘of the Coosa River Soil Conserva- 
tion district are beginning to pay 
off in increased farm income, ac- 


_cording to S. S. Johnson, chairman 
of the board of supervisors. 
| Johnson explained in the annual 
report for the district that a sur- 
| vey made recently on 53 of the 
older co-operator farms disclosed 
that new gross income was over 
|$700 per farm. “This new income,’ 

Johnson said, “does not include in- 
creased income resulting “ from 
higher yields of crops farmers al- 
ready.were growing.” 

J. E. Couch, who owns and op- 
erates an 80-acre farm in Floyd 
county, was cited as a specific ex- 
ample. He purchased two $500 
War Bonds in 1942 out of the in- 
creased farm income resulting 
from his soil censervation pro- 
gram, Johnson reported. 


During the year just closed, 300 
new farm plans covering 41,400 


acres were completed in the Coosa 
district. This makes a total of 1,189 
plans on nearly 200,000 acres since 
the district started operation in 
1938 as the first such organization 
in Georgia and one of the first in 
the nation. 


In 1942,. district co-operators 
planted 850 acres of kudzu and 975 
acres of sericea lespedeza on steep 
land, eroded areas, and on water- 
ways for terraces. Added to pre- 
vious plantings, this makes a total 
of 7,000 acres planted to these two 
crops. Over 5,800 acres of new 
terraces were constructed, raising 
the total land terraced on ¢co-op- 
erator farms to 12,750 acres. 

In addition, 3,800 acres of pas- 
ture land. was improved, 1,530 
acres were drained, and 1,000 acres 
were planted to pine and black lo- 
cust seedlings. Eight fish ponds 
were built and stocked, and three 
old ponds were drained and re- 
stocked. Approved rotations were 


set up on 11,000 acres, and wood- 
land improvement practices were 
established on 29,000 acres.
